FROM THE PARIS OBSERVER. 


LE DERNIER JOUR D'UN CONDAMNE, 


(The Last Day of a Prisoner condemned to 
Death.) 
Par Victor Hugo. Troisieme edition. Paris, 1829. 
This is a small volume, by a writer who at this 
moment attracts much attention in Paris, Vic- 
tom Hugo; partly from the celebrity of the au- 
thor, partly from the claims of the piece itself, 
the work has run through three editions in less 
than so many months. It is conceived in a style 
new to French literature, but familiar to that of 
England. No Frenchman has ever come so near 
to nature in its agony; indeed, at any epoch be- 
fore the present, it would have been deemed ill- 
bred to do so; and now there is an outc 
against the author, for cruelly agitating the fe 
ings of his readers. Hitherto such works have 
been forbidden the realms of taste, for the same 
reason that the spilling of blood was banished 
from the French stage—that undoubtedly the 
person who would take pleasure in frequenting 
executions must be grievously in want of excite- 
ment; while the nerves are well strung, and the 
blood circulating in wholesome currents, no man 
is disposed to disturb the course of his well 
founded satisfaction by so severe a shock. !t 
is only a morbid character who requires a galva 
nic application of this kind. In this morbid state, 
however, in certain countries and in certain 
states of civilization, are men found; and the 
analagous epoch in literature happens when wri- 
ters brood upon the horrible events of life, 
imagine themselves surrounded by them, exag- 
gerate their proportions and deepen their color- 
ing, and when readers are found who are greedy 
of these pictures—when the world loves to have 
its feelings harrowed up, and judges its favorite 
authors by the measure of their power of agoniz- 
ing. The French are not yet arrived at this 
oint, but they are in full march towards it.— 
The immediate spring, however, of this last 
effort of M. Hugo (a writer whom, by the by, 
we have an extreme admiration for in his quality 
of poet) has been the perusal of the Memoirs of 
Vidocgq. It is written in the vein of that person’s 
remarkable prison scenes. Hugo, like Vidocq, 
has occasionally lighted up the darkness of his 
picture by the lurid flash of dungeon wit; hie tone 
is frequently in that bitter and sarcastic vein of 
jocularity which speaks more plainly of deep suf- 
fering and utter despair, than the more direct 
expressions of anguish. But we will proceed to 
enable our readers to judge in part for them- 
selves. It opens thus:— 
** Bicetre. 
** Condemned to death! 
‘* For five weeks have I dwelt alone with this 
idea; its presence has chilled me; it has bent me 
down under its weight. 
(He proceeds to compare his former state of 
mind with his present condition. After which 
he goes on.) 4 
‘* But now I am a prisoner: my body is in 
chains—in a dungeon. My soul is in the dun- 
geon of an idea; a horrible, a bloody, an implaca- 
ble idea; I have but one thought, one conviction, 
one certainty— Condemned to death! 
** Whatever I do, it is always there, this infer- 
nal thought, like a leaden spectre at my side, 
alone and jealous, driving off all distraction, and 
laying upon me its icy hand when I would turn 
away iny head or shut my eyes. It slides in all 
forms into my mind, it is the burden of all I 
hear, and mixing itself up with every speech ad- 
dressed to me. It slips to the grating of my dun- 
geon, it besieges me when awake, and when I 
sleep it watches my convulsive slumbers and 


re-appears in my dreams.’’

“Tt was a fine day in August. 

‘« My trial had lasted three days—three days 
had my name and crime attracted a crowd of 
spectators, who settled down on the benches of 
the court like crows about a corpse—three days 
did all this phantasmagoria of judges, witnesses, 
lawyers, prosecutors, pass and re-pass before my 
eyes, one while grotesque, at another sanguina- 
ry, always dark and fatal. The two first nights 
I could not close my eyes from anxiety and af- 
fright; on the third I was overpowered with 
weariness and fatigue.

This time I was 
not to be roused by the heavy step of the jailer, 
the tramping of his nailed shoes, the jingling of 
his bunch of keys, nor yet by the harsh jarring of 
the bolt; he was obliged to put his mouth to my 
ear, and his rough hand on my shoulder— Get 
up, I say.’ I opened my eyes, and sat upright in 
affright. At this moment | caught a sight of a 
patch of light on the roof of the adjoining galle- 
ry, the narrow slit in my dungeon wall: this was 
the only sky | was permitted to have a glimpse 
of, and well dves the prisoner know how to re- 
cognize the sun by the yellow reflection of his 
rays.—‘Fine day,’ said to the turnkey. It was 
some time before he answered me, as if he were 
considering whether it was worth while; how- 
ever, with an effort, he muttered surlily, ‘very 
likely.” 

**] sat still, half asleep, my eyes fixed upon the 
gilded patch of sun on the roof, my features re- 
| laxing wto a smile:—‘Here is a fine day,’ | re-

“These few words, like the string which 
checks the flight of the poor bird in the hands 
of a mischievous boy, brought me back to the 
reality with violence. All of a sudden I saw 
agai, as in a flash of Jightning, the gloomy as- 
size court before me, the horse-shoe bench, judg- 
es in their blood-colored garments, the 
rows of ¥, with (heir stupid faces, the two 
genda at each end df my bench: I fancied the 
biack robes rustling about me, and the busy hive 
of heads below in the shade, and the fixed stare 
of the jurprs upon my countenance, and who bad 
watched while I had been sleeping. 

“I got emy teeth chattered, my hands 
trembled ould not lay hold of my clothes;

**The two gendarmes were waiting for me at 
the door of my cell.

—they were fastened by an intricate lock, which 
they closed with care.

“We crossed the inner coort. The fresh air 
of morning revived me. I raised my head: the 
sky was blue, and the warm rays of the sun, in- 
tercepted by the lofty chimnies, traced great an- 
gles of light upon the top of the high prison walls. 
We ascended a winding staircase; we traversed 
a gallery, then another, then a third: at last a 
low door was opened. The warm air mingled 
with the hum, met me as I entered: it was the 
breath of the crowd in the hall of assize. I 
entered. 

‘“‘As l appeared there was a bustle, the jing- 
ling of arms and the sound of voices. The 
benches were noisily cleared, the doors clashed, 
and while I crossed the long court between the 
two masses of people, along an opening lined 
with soldiers, it seemed as if I was the centre to 
which was attached the thread that moved all 
these gaping countenances. 

‘‘Not until this instant did I perceive that I 
was without chains: I could not recollect either 
how or when they had taken them off. 

“There was a deep silence in the court. I had 
arrived at my place. When the tumult ceased 
in the crowd it ceased in my ideas—I clearly 
conceived that whilst hitherto 1 had only had a 
very confused glimpse of that, I had come there 
to hear my sentence pronounced.

“* Since the day did not yet appear, what was 
I to do with the night? An idea has just occur- 
red tome.

It would seem that 
each prisoner had wished to leave some trace 
behind him, bere at least. Here is a pencil, 
chalk, charcoal, letters black, white, and gray, 
some liaes deep cut in the stone, here and there 
ruddy characters, as if drawn in blood.

Tux MorGcawn Consrin otaeaple py stern’ 
ings in relation to this subject at the Court of 
general sessions of the peace, which was he!d in 
this village during the last week, were of the 
most interesting character. We have not had 
tine to prepare a full and elaborate statement, 
but shall do so, and publish it in the next. Mes- 
senger, unless we find one in some of the neigh- 
bouring papers. In the mean time, the follow- 
ing abstract of the principal events will, m 
— macasure, salisfy the intense curiosity of the 
public. 

On Tuesday morning, the 19th inst. Mr. Whi- 
ting, the District Attorney, and Mr. Spencer, the 
Special Corumissioner, produced the opinion o 
the Supreme Court, upon the case which had 
been reserved for their advice, on the trial of 
Eli Brace, in which the objections to the juris- 
diction of the general sessions of Ontario were 
overruled, and that Court was advised to render 
judgment against the defendant. At the in- 
stance of one of the counsels for the defendant, 
the motion for jadgment was suspended. On 
Wednesday morning the motion was made.— 
The special commissioner stated to the court his 
desire to produce a witness in aggravation of the 
punishment of Brace; and called 
Hiram B. Hopkins, who being sworn, testi- 
fied that, in September, 1826, Eli Bruce was 
Sheriff of the county of Niagara, and that the 
witness was his deputy. They bota resided in 
the jail at Lockport. Some two or three weeks 
before the abduction of Morgan, he was inform- 
ed by Bruce and others, that it was in contem- 
plation to remove Morgan from Batavia, where 
he then was, directly agross the country, to 
Lewiston, to carry him to Fort Niagara, and 
ultimately to put him on board a British man 
of war. On one particular night, six or eight 
days before Morgan was earried from Batavia 
to Canandaigaa, Bruce called the witness up 
from his bed, and told him that he expected 
Morgan immediately, and that witness must pre- 
pare a cell in the jail for his reception. A cell 
was pointed out for that purpose, which was the 
most secret and retired in the jail, and which did 
not communicate with any other. ‘The witness 
prepared this cell accordingly; but Morgan did 
not arrive. 

The witness was at the installation of the 
Chapter of Royal Arch Masons at Lewiston on 
the 13th of September, and was then informed 
that Morgan had arrived and was confined in 
Fort Niagara; this was generally known among 
the masons assembled there. 

In answer to cross-interrogatories by the coun- 
sel for the defendant, he stated that he had not 
disclosed the facts to which he now testified un- 
til recently, when he had communicated them to 
Mr. Spencer at Lockport. That he had con- 
sidered himself bound by his masonic obligations 
not to disclose them, until his own reflections 
had satisfied him that he had no right to with- 
hold them. That he had been unhappy ever 
since the occurrence, and found no peace of 
mind until he had revealed it. 

The counsel for Bruce then requested some 
delay in pronouncing the judgment of the court, 
to enable them to meet and explain the testimo- 
ny thus given; toywhich request the court acced- 
ed. Notestimony of any kind, however, was 
oe on their part, in explanation, or in re- 

ation to the subject or the witness, except what 
Eli Bruce himself swore as a wirness on the trial 
of John Whitney and James Gillis, by whom he 
was produced, and which testimony is hereafter 
particularly detailed. On Saturday night, after 
the trial of Whitney and Gillis was concluded, 
the court proceeded to pass judgment on Eli 
Bruce. We should do in justice to our own feel- 
ings, and to the universal sentiment of a crowd- 
ed auditory, if we failed to characterise the re- 
marks of Judge Howell, preceding the sentence, 
as one of the happest specimens of dignified ju- 
dicial eloqnence, ever heard within the walls of 
our court house. He felt and spoke as a man, 
sympathising with the sufferings of a fellow-be- 
ing, whose character in life lad hitherto been 
most respectable, who had filled a most respon- 
sible office, and who had a wife and helpless 
family to share his misfortunes and his disgrace. 
His former character and the information deriv- 
ed from his neighbours, he suid, induced the be- 
lief that Bruce was not a depraved man, but one 
who would revolt from the commission of what 
he deemed any offence against the laws. His 
conduct was to be accounted for, only, on the 
ground, that he supposed himself bound by the 
obligations he had entered into, with the ma- 
sonic fraternity, to commit the outrage he had 
perpetrated. Nothing, said the Judge, could be 
more fallacious; no principle could be more dan- 
gerous in any community having an organized 
government. No set of men, be their number 
large or small, had a right to combine them- 
selves together if any association, for purposes 
hostile to the provisions of law. No man hada 
right to withdraw his allegiance from his country 
and its government while he lived under its pro- 
tection; no citizen could by any act of his enter 
into any obligation to do any act forbidden by 
the law. His obligations to obey the laws of 
his country, were paramount to all others which 
he could possib! sec The outrage upon the 
person of William Morgan, had shown that there 
was a lamentable and most dangerous delusion 
on this subject: and it became the solemn duty 
of courts of justice to dispel it, and to teach all 
men, and particularly those who indulged this 
fatal error, that the law was over them, and 
that they must é¢ubmit to it. That for this rea- 
son, and having this object in view, the court 
were bound to make him, Bruce, an awful ex- 
ample of the consequences of acting upon the 
principle upon which be and his associates had 
perpetrated the offence of whieh he had been 
convicted. ‘They were further called to the dis- 
charge of this painful duty, by a consideration of 
the official station which Bruce held at the very 
moment, and of his having perverted that sta- 
tron to purposes, which it was his special duty 
to prevent. After a most powerful appeal to 
the feelings of Bruce, which meited the hearts 
of all who heard it, the Judge announced the 
sentence of the court to be, that ‘You, Eli 
Bruce, be confined in close and secure custody, 


| in the common jail of the county of Ontario, for 


the term of two years and four months.’’ 

We have not pretended to give the chaste and 
dignitied language of Judge Howell nor to give 
more than a portion of his sentiments; and we 
are certain that we have not expressed them with 
the point and precision with which they were 
delivered. We hope the whole sentence may be 
obtained for. publication; as we firmly believe it 
calculated to make a deep impression on those 
misguided men who are still infatuated with the 
preposterous idea that they can form any asso- 
ciations by which they can be absolved from 
their obligations to the laws of their country. 


On Wednesday morning, the second day of 
the sitting of the court, Mr. Spencer, the spe- 
cial Commissioner, moved the court that they 
should immediately proceed to the trial of John 
Whitney. Gen. Mathews, one of the counsel 
for the defendant, urged a delay on the ground 
that his associate counsel, Mr. Grilha, was absent

in pursuit of an important witness, and was ex- 


pected to arrive in the course of the day. Mr. 


Spencer contended that this was no reason for 
delay, that there were sheriffs and constables 
‘the court, however, agreed to 
wait until afternoon, upon the assurance that 
an important witness for the defendant was then 
expected. [n the mean while, a civil cause was 
brought on for trial, which occupied the court 
the whole of that day. On Thursday morning 
Mr. Spencer renewed his motion for an immediate 
trial of John Whitney and James Gillis. An af- 
fidavit was now pioduced on the part of Gillis, 
of the materiality of a witness, who had been 
subpcenaed the day before, and who was absent, 


avd further delay wae eolicited. The epocial 
commissioner immediately sont for the sbeent 
witness of the defendant, and undertook to have 
him in court by two o'clock, at which time it 
was arranged the trial should commence, if the 
witness arrived. Another civil cause intervened, 
and it was not until about three o'clock, in 
the aNernoon of the 2ist inst. that the drawing 
of the Jury curamenced. Whitney was presen‘, 
but Gillie was absent. A mass of testimony was 
introduced on the part of the people, which oc- 
cupied the court and jury the residue of the day, 
and until the evening of the next day, the 22d. 
On the morning of the 23d, the testimony on the 
part of the defendants was commenced, and con- 
tinued until dinner time. 

Among the witnesses produced by the defen- 
dants, was Eli Bruce, who testified, that on the 


first apprised that William Morgan was coming 


¢| on from Canandaigua, on the ridge road. He 


was told this, by Burrage Smith and another 
person then living at Lockport. Some six or 
-_ days previous to this, he had been inform- 
ed by a gentleman from Batavia, that Morgan 
was willing to go away from Miller, and the wit 
ness was requested to assist in his removal, which 
he declined. He, howgyer, had been requested 
by another person to prepare a cel] for Morgan 
in the jail at Lockport, in contemplation of Mor- 
gan’s being carried directly across fram Batavia 
to Lockport, and thehce to Niagara. Smith 
and the person who came with him, told witness 
that Morgan had come yoluntarily, and was 
willing to go into Canada; they said he had 
come peaceably, and wanted witness to assist in 
getting him on. Witness declines at first, but 
finally agreed to do so, and bet 9 and 10 
o’clock went to the house of Soldmod C. Wright, 
living on the tidge road, three miles north of 
Lockport, where he found the carriage, and got 
into it. William Morgan, or a person called 
Morgan, was in it, one Hague, who 1s now dead, 
and himself, and no others were in the carriage. 
It was driven by a person of his acquaintance. — 
There were several persons at Wright’s who did 
not belong to the house; and on his way there, 
he met some strangers on foot ging towards 
Lockport. He never saw Lawson, until he saw 
him here in jail. He did not see Whitney, and 
did not know him. He afterwards stated that 
he saw Whitney at the installation at Lewiston. 

He went in the carriage from Wright's to 
Lewiston, where another carriage and horses 
were procured; the same passengers got into 
that carriage and drove to the ferry near the 
Fert. On their way, they took in another pas- 
senger. The testimony of Corydon Fox is 
perfectly correct. Witness did not see Morgan 
until their arrival at Lewiston, when they 
came to the ferry and got out of the carriage. 
Morgan locked arms with the two who accom- 
panied witness. Morgan was blindfolded in the 
carriage, which was kept perfectly closed, the 
curtains down, the windows up, &c. 

Witness and his companions, four besides him- 
self, crossed the river, to Canady, having Mor- 
gan in the boat. Their object was to get Mor- 
gan away from Miller, into the interior of the 
country in Canady, and place him on a farm. 
The expected arrangements for the eception of 
Morgan in Canada, had not been made, and 
it was thought best to wait a few days.—Mor- 
gan was‘accordingly brought aver to this side 
of the river, and was put into the magazine in 
Fort Niagara, to await the preparations on the 
other side to receive him. It was past midnight 
and before daylight when they put him into the 
magazine. He has never seen Morgan from 
that day to this; and has never had any commu- 
nications from any person respecting what was 
ultimately done with him. 


While with Morgan in the carriage, the con- 
versation among them was, that he, Morgan, 
was going among his friends: he appeared to 
be easy and said nothing. At Lewiston wit- 
ness took a sulky Rainn that were there, 
and drove them to L ort; they were to be 
forwarded on to the east some where, did not 
know where. Did not learn at Lewiston that Bur- 
rage Smith came on in a sulky; understood the 
horse he drove was owned on the ridge some 
where. 


When the carriage with Morgan drove up to 
Molyneaux’s, another person rode up on horse 
back. He did not stop there. Witness does 
not know what became of him. He says that 
he supposed Morgan went voluntarily; Morgan 
had a handkerchief over his eyes, and had a 
hat on. Witness was informed, and supposed, 
that the object of putting a handkerchief on his 
eyes, was that he should not discover those 
who rode with him. On being again ‘interro- 
gated, whether upon the oath he had taken, Le 
still persisted in declaring his belief that Mor- 
gan went voluntarily, he said, he did. 


We have given this testimony of Eli Bruce 
from the notes of ong of the counsel who ex- 
amined him, and have no doubt of its substan- 
tial accuracy. We publish it now, because it 
establishes for the first time by testimony in a 
court of justice, the horrible fact that Morgan 
was confined in a magazine. There was no 
doubt of that fact before; but it is now absolute- 
ly proved by one of the conspirators, and hence- 
forth all doubt on that point must cease. It is 
impossible for us now to state the other testi- 
mony adduced on the trial. On Saturday the 
24th at about two o’clock the counsel for the 
defendants commenced summing up. General 
Mathews addressed some remarks to the court 
on legal questions, to which Mr. Spencer briefly 
replied. Mr. Griffin then addressed the jury, in 
behalf of the defendants, in a speech of about 
two hours. He was followed by General Mar- 
vin on the same side, who occupied four hours 
and a quarter, and closed after 8 o’clock in the 
evening. Mr. Spencer then replied in behalf 
of the people, and occupied about two hours. 
Judge Howell then brietly charged the jury, 
informing them that any verdict to be valid, 
must be rendered by 12 o’clock, but at the 
same time cautioned them not to be hurried in 
their deliberations, and if they found they had 
not time to deliberate maturely, to come into 
court at 12 0’clock, and they would be discharg- 
ed. A quarter before 12 the jury came in and 
stated that they had agreed as to one defendant 
but not as tothe other. The public prosecutors 
urged the court to receive the verdict on the 
ground that these defendants were severally 
charged, and the jury might acquit one and 
convict the other. Some doubt being express- 
ed, it was finally agreed by Whitney and his 
counsel on the one hand, and the public prose- 
cutors on the other, that the verdict should be 
rendered, No consent was given on the part 
of Gillis. The jury then rendered a verdict of 
guilty against Whitney, and. stated that they 
had not agreed as to Gillis. The court inquired 
whether there was any probability of their 
agreeing soon? To which they answered in the 
negative, and it being now very nearly 12 o’clock 
the jury were discharged. 

The court then sentenced John Whitney to 
imprisonment in the county jail for one year and 
three months. 


Thus terminated one of the most arduous and 
interesting trials ever had in this part of the 
country.—Thirty-one witnesses were examined 
on the part of the people, and thirteen for the 
defendants. The order in which the witnesses 
were called and the manner in which they were 
examined, indicated the extensive and laborious 
preparation which had been made. It was 
one of the most arduous trials we ever wit- 
nessed; every inch of ground was disputed, and 
the counsel engaged lost nothing ef their repu- 
tation for ability, by their efforts on this occasion. 
lt would seem that the officers prosecuting for 
the government are determined to pursuc this 
unfortumate business an all its ramifications and 
branches, for the purpose of vindicating the su- 
premacy of the law, and convincing our fellow- 
citizens that no private and voluntary obliga- 
tions, no secret or other associations can pos-

‘There were about 
30 vessels of all the various sizes, spreadjng 
their canvass in the sun, and dressed in flags. 
In apprising you that I am an old settler, 
you will readily believe me amazed at the 
gay scene. Iwas so. Contrasting it with 
the situation of Buffalo Creek in 1811, when 
not a building graced its banks, where those 
which now line it are located, and when ] 
was enabled in June to wade Bufialo Creek 
|_—the comparison is great and wonderful. 
It is estimated that the town below the high 
bank contains about 1500 inhabitants: to 
this add the floating population, and the ave- 
rage will be over 20UU persons.”’ 

But amidst all these improvements, the 
writer sighs for the establishment of tread- 
mills and a police office; not without cause, 
if the following picture is to be taken with 
no more than usual caution: —* Something 
should be done early to arrest the moral evils 
which this prosperity is implanting. During 
the relaxation from labor on the sabbath, 
hundreds are seen strolling about the docks, 
and filling the canal bridges. To them add 
the hosts of emigrants devoured by ennui, 
and sauntering around, waiting the sailing 
of the craft; and there can be added to the 
whole, some scores of clerks, apprentices 
and vagrant sons. All these congregate 
about the bridges, docks, and victualling 
stands, and spend the greater part of the 
sabbath in idleness, vicioud practises, and 
downright dissipation: and if they do not 
fill up the measure of nonsense, debauch ery 
and crime, by wearing out half the night, 
they would illy act out the character they 
voluntarily put on.”’ 





A letter from Parts, published in a late Lon- 
poN paper, thus describes the manner in which 
the election of Depuries is conducted in 
France:—‘* We have no hustings, no proces- 
sions, and no expenses ruinous to the candidates. 
Our elections are peaceable. They take place 
on the points marked out by the president. The 
Electorial Assembly appoints four scrutators and 
a secretary; an election may be finished ina 
day. The urn for receiving the votes is open 
from 8 in the morning till 3 in the afternoon.— 
Every elector votes secretly, by delivering to the 
president a sealed billet, which contains his vote. 
To render the election valid, the Electorial As- 
sembly must consist of at least two-thirds of the 
electors inscribed on the list, and the candidate 
to be elected must have an absolute majority of 
the expressed suflrages. The secrecy of the 
vote is rigorously required; and nothing more re- 
volted the public against the last administration 
than the indecent manner in which the violation 
of this rule was encouraged. The candidates, 
doubtless, endeavour to gain the good graces of 
the electors, but a failure would be certain were 
money to be distributed among them. We have 
no electors who do not pay at least 300 francs 
of taxes, which indicates a certain degree of 
casy circumstances. The only expenses consists 
in some dinners, given and received, and in the 
hire of carriages to bring up distant or tardy 
electors. You may easily conceive that, during 
the elections, the Government authorities exert 
themselves to favour the views of the ministry, 
and that, consequently, they are ready to incur 
some extraordinary expenses, but there is no- 
thing with us at all resembling what passes at 
your elections. There certainly is at your elec- 
tions an appearance of liberty aal popular con- 
trol, which cannot be seen in the same degree at 
ours; but, im Consequence of the last precautions 
which have been adopted here, we, perhaps, 
may assert that we poasess more real liberty in 
You are aware that our deputies 
are elected for 7 years; that an elector cannot

On the mode of decision with respect to con- 
tested elections, the writer says:—‘* Your in- 
quiry on this subject could not have been made 
more opportunely, for yes.erday the Chamber 
was occupied with the consideration of this very 
question, If a citizen, claiming the right of 
voting, finds himself erroneously described in the 
list drawn up by the prefect, he may proceed in 
support of his claim before that magistrate by a 
petition, which is tried in the Council of the 
Prefecture; and if there arise any dispute as to 
domicile, or the rating of the taxes, the claimant 
moy appeal to the Royal Court, which gives 
judgment im the last resort. This interference 
of the Royal Courts in determining administra- 
tive questions appears singular under some pointe 
of view, but it affords a powerful guarantee for 
the public. Third parties, that is to say, other 
electors than he who is directly interested in the 
question, may prosecute the person who has 
procured an illegal inscription. The process is 
then carried on between the third party com- 
plaining, before the administration of the pre- 
fecture, and on the appeal before the Royal 
Courts. All the keepers of civil registers, and 
of lists of taxes, are held bound to allow the 
electors to examine these documents, and to de- 
liver extracts from them when required. These 
wise and patriotic precautions are due to the 
law of the 2d of July, 1828, and to the present 
Ministry. When an eligible candidaté’is chosen 
Deputy, the validity of his return is decided on 
by the Chamber, which is divided into nine bu- 
reaus, or sections, formed by lot. The bureau 
to which the returned candidate belongs examines 
his election, and a report of that examination is 
made to the Chamber in a public sitting. Last 
year, M. Chardonnet, who had been elected for 
the department of the Seine and Loire, was 
excluded on account of irregularity as to his 
qualifications. Next day he stated that fresh 
documents, which he had received, might pos- 
sibly induce the Chamber to come to a different 
decision. The Chamber, however, p@rsisted in 
the exclusion, on the ground of the respect which 
ought to be paid to a final jndgment. Two days 
ago the Chamber solemnly confirmed this prin_ 
ciple of its jurisprudence. M. de Bully, deputy 
for the department of the North, had evidently 
obtained his seat under favour of foreign q-alifi- 
cations, and by an illegal rate of the taxes he 
paid. He was returned last year to the Cham- 
ber. This year he became the object of vehe- 
ment attacks on the part of his constituents. To 
the documents already produced against him, 
others were joined, which proved fraudulent fa- 
brications on the part of the public authorities 
who had aided his election, After a very ani- 
mated debate, the Chamber, nevertheless, de- 
cided almost unanimously, that the right of sitting 
could not now be questioned, but at the same 
time an order was made, referring the documents 
to the Keeper of the Seals, that he might pro- 
secute and punish the guilty. The ground of 
this decision is dictated by political considera- 
tions of high importance. It is thought that a 
precedent ought not to be established which 
might, some time or other, commit the rights of 
deputies to the caprice of a violent majority, and 
that there would be serious inconvenience if the 
seats of deputies might be every year be ques- 
tioned. M. de Bully wonld, however, have done 
better, had he prevented these painful and hu- 
miliating debates by resigning.’’

on Shadrack Jacobs, at Charleston, on the Lith 
instant. He was convicted of having murdered 
Andrew Feaster, in the year 1808, and appealed 
to the Court of Appeals, who refuzed to allow a 
new trial. The sentence was pronounced by 
Judge Colcock. 

Shadrack Jacobs, you have heard the Opinion 
of this Court pronounced, and perceive that 
your motion for a new triaf cannot be granted. 

ou say, you have nothing to urge why the 
sentence of the law should not be pronounced. 
° devolves on me to discharge that most painful 
duty. 

Your offence is the highest in the catalogue of 
crimes, and one which, by the common consent 
of mankind, i8 punished with death. 

Twenty years have elapsed since the perpe- 
tration of the fatal deed, and judging from my 
knowledge of the human character, I cannot 
doubt that you have suffered more in that period 
ae yet remains to be endured while you are 

ere. 

The stings of a guilty and reproving con- 
science , addeg to the constant apprehensions of 
detection and punishment, must have rendered 
your existence miserable indeed. But the end is 
now come. 

When I behold you bending under the weight 
of years and guilt, I cannot discharge the duties 
of a judge, without mingling the sympathies of 
the man, and without recommending to yoa to 
apply to that all-sufficient fountain of mercy, 
for that assistance which you can no longer ex- 
pect from things of time. The scoffings of indi- 
viduals may shake the faith of weak men, but 
when the hour arrives which separatcs us from 
all that we have been fondly or vainly clinging to 
here, there is no hope that can impart such re- 
lief, (may such delight, if it be strong,) as the 
hope of salvation through the merciful interces- 
sion of a Redeemer. The allurements of this 
world, and the vanity of our nature, may sustain 
us while in the enjoyment of our heelth and 
faculties; but it is at this most momentous period, 
that we feel and appreciate our worthlessness, 
and consequently seek some better foundation 
than we have laid, on which to build a hope.— 
Believing, asi do, in these important truths, I 
earnestly recommend to you to employ your few 
remaining days in supplicating the mercy of 
your offended God. 

The sentence is, that you be taken hence to 
the jail from whence you came, thence to the 
jail of the district in which your offence has been 
committed; that from thence you be taken, on 
the 19th day of June nex', to the place of exe- 
cution, and there between the hours of 11 
o’clock in the morning, and 5 in the evening, 
you be hung by the neck until your body be 
dead. 

And may the Lord have mercy on your soul.

LOCOMOTIVE STEAM ENGINE. 

A New-York morning paper of Wednesday 
states—A locomotive engine imported by the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal Company, and in- 
tended to operate on their rail road, was put in 
motion yesterday. His Excellency the Governor 
of the state, several Judges of the Courts, the 
gentlemen of the D. & H. C. Co. and a number 
of others were present, and all expressed them- 
selves well pleased with the operation of the ma- 
chine. The boiler is mounted on four wheels, 
and on either side of it is an engine, the pistons 
of which work on rods extending to one pair of 
the wheels, and thus by a crank motion the 
whole is made to move. This machine is esti- 
mated to be nine horse power, though the force 
of steam let out may be greater or less, accord- 
ing to circumstances. The fire was built of the 
Lackwaxen Coal, which appeared to answer the 
purpose perfectly well. The Company have 
another engine, upon which an experiment will 
be made this afternoon, at 6 o’clock, at the foot 
of Beach street.

*© GIBRALTAR, 17th Marcn, 1829. 

Since our last Circular of tst January, the free 
communication with Spain has been opened, and 
vessels proceeding hence are admitied without 
any quarantine,—which information may be in- 
teresting. 

The subjoined Prices Current conveys a toler- 
ably correct representation of the state of our 
market, and leaves us little to add. There have 
been some heavy sales of dry hides at about 
$16,50 per cwt., at which we are about closing 
for a parcel, now landing, ex-American brig 
George, from Buenos Ayres. During the last 
mee, there have been only three arrivals from 
the United States. 

We have secured the Pamela a full carge, on 
freight, from Malaga, at $10 per ton, to New 
York; and other freights are offering on the 
coast, for pthe River Plate and the Brazils, at 
about $8 per pipe, and 10 per cent.”’

Another Steamboat Disaster.—We learn that 
the Steamboats Lady Washington and Caledonia 
ran foul of each other a few nights since, near 
the town of Leavensworth, a short distance this 
side of Louisville. The Lady Washington was 
descending and the Caledonia ascending the 
river, and both running near to the shore, they 
did not discover each other until the Lady 
Washington was reduced to the alternative of 
running aground or risking the catastrophe 
that afterwards so unhappily befel her, by turn- 
ing to the opposite side of the river; the latter 
she adopted; when the Caledonia, under head- 
way too strong to be checked, run into her side. 
The Lady Washington, it seems, would have im- 
mediately sunk but for the magnanimous and tru- 
ly praiseworthy conduct of the captain of the 
Caledonia—she was lashed to the Caledonia, 
and by means of hawsers attached to her, was 
kept afloat; such of her cargo as could be stow- 
ed away was taken on board the Caledonia, and 
in this condition she was towed up to New 
Albany. The damage sustained is not known. 

We take pleasure in contrasting the conduct 
of the commander of the Caledonia with that of 
the Diana under similar circumstances. It will 
be remembered that the latter ran foul of the 
Gen. Carrol, and injured ber so that she sunk 
immediately; and after the occurrence of the ac- 
cident, the Diana proceeded on her way, with- 
out attempting or offering any assistance what- 
ever to those whese distresses she had produ- 
ced,
